| ties would be among 21-year-olds— 
j because they would be the most 
; numerous group.” 


21-36 Plan Is Best 
It was prim arily to avoid such a 
; contingency, officials asserted, th at 
! the existing draft law was made 
to apply to men between 21 and 
36, although another im portant rea­ 
son was to make available a larger 
pool of manpower. 
Many Army experts concede th a t 
the conscription of men by indivi­ 
dual age groups—Europe’s m ilitary 
class system—has advantages over 
th at in effect here. They point out, 
however, that the European plan is 
basically a perm anent system of 
compulsory m ilitary training, where­ 
as the United States’ d raft law w$s 
designed to create an Army in a 
relatively short period.
